Delayed reports received by the 


department from the Western Pa-

eighteen enemy bombers Jan. 21. 


One small boat was sunk in Cebu 


Harbor, but no other serious dam- 
age was reported.

Sea-Air Action Continues. 


In slashing 
sea-and-air 
action 
that was understood to be contin- 
uing relentlessly, the fighting ships 
of the U. S. Asiatic fleet already 
have sent seven enemy vessels to 
the bottom while Dutch and Am- 
erican bombers accounted for at 


^ least another two, and five more 
^sinkings were listed as probable. 


Moreover, the navy department 


here reported heavy 
damage to 
'convoyed vessels still afloat and 
their escorting warships. The su- 
preme command of the United Na- 
tions In the Southern Pacific placed 
the number of ships damaged by 
air and sea action at a minimum 
of twelve. 


"The losses 
inflicted 
on this 
Japanese convoy," said the United 
Nations 
command, 
"are tho 


heaviest the enemy has suffered 
in any single operations since the 
war .began." 


The exact extent of the havoc In- 


flicted on the hostile fleet was left 
In doubt—perhaps for military rea- 
sons—because the week-end com- 
muniques Issued hero and in the 
South Pacific were not always too 
specific In designating the arm or 
the nation responsible for the suc- 
cesses. 


The battle,, as the communiques 


recounted it, developed In this way: 


Friday—Dutch 
heavy 
bombers 


and dive bomber fighters pounced 
on strong force of Japanese war- 
ships and transport train, scoring 
a dozen direct, crippling hits on 
eight enemy ships. 
. U. S. destroyers' followed up 
with smashing night attack, using 
Both their torpedo tubes and gun 
batteries to score numerous hits. 
One large enemy ship was blown 
out of the water, another was sunk 
and a third left listing heavily. 


Saturday—Dutch and U. S. army 


bombers return to the assault with 
notable success. 
They get credit 


for two known sinkings, the severe 
damaging of two more enemy ves- 
sels and a direct hit on a Jap de- 
stroyer. 


Sunday—U. S~. cruisers and de- 
stroyers again hammer the enemy 
Invasion fleet, sending five more 
Jap transports to the bottom and 
claiming the probable sinking of a 
sixth. 


Although only two probable sink- 


_;3i'and eleven damaged ships are 
apparent In this detailed account, 
the allied supreme command In the 
South Pacific made the "conserv- 
ative" estimate that the probable 
sinkings numbered four, and the 
ships 
damaged 
"no 
less 
than 
twelve." A subsequent navy com- 
munique added the fifth probable 
sinking. 


Allies Almost Unscathed, 


One amazing feature of the first 


esventy-two hours of the running 
battle In storied seas was that the 


^American 
and 
Dutch 
attackers 


came off virtually unscathed. Only 
one warship sustained slight dam- 
age, and no air losses were report- 
ed. 


However, 
the evidence 
seems 


.overwhelming that the enemy arm- 
'ada ran into trouble almost as 
»soon as It was well within the nar- 
row strait of Macassar which sep- 
arates Borneo from the island of 
Celebes. 


*For the first time since the war's 


outbreak a Japanese force of Im- 
portant size was caught without 
the previous advantage of air su- 
periority, and suffered 
devastat- 


Ingly for the error. 


The enemy was not completely 


without air support—one commun- 
ique told of five out of twelve Jap 
fighters being shot down In an un- 
successful attack on a formation 
of U. S. army flying fortresses— 
but 
the forces 
operating 
from 


Japanese-held airdromes In North- 
ern Borneo and northeast Celebes 
evidently were inadequate to chal- 
ilengo the American-Dutch team ef- 
fectively.

He was a pioneer oil man and 
was one of the builders and the 
first superintendent of the Mag- 
nolia Petroleum Company 
refin- 


ery here. 
He was born Dec. 4, 


1868, 
in Ohio, and graduated from 


Marietta College in 1894, and be- 
came connected with the Stand- 
ard Oil Company in that year. 
The late J. S.'Culllnan brought 


Brown to Corsicana to construct 
and superintend the riflnery af- 
ter the first Corsicana oil field 
was discovered, arriving here in 
April, 1898.

The omnibus measure

471. It dwarfed even the previous

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BRITISH REVERSES IN LIBYA ARE 
SUFFICIENTLY PUZZLING ATTRACT 


ATTENTION OF FASCIST LEADER

The British reverse 
In 
Libya 


after they had a great victory well 
within their grasp Is sufficiently 
puzzling to draw from an official 
fascist spokesman in Rome today 
the remark that "it Is not quite 
clear what has happened to th« 
powerful British army." 
One thing would soem to be cer- 


tain — either the British 
forces 


have been weakened or the Ger- 
man strength has been greatly In- 
creased. Wo know that General 
Rommel, the Nazi commander, had 
received reinforcements 
very 
re- 


cently. However. ' there has been 
no indication that he has acquir- 
ed enough new strength to explain 
the British retreat. It therefore 
strikes me that the British have 
boen weakened, 


Why?? There has been an In- 


sistent demand for reinforcement* 
at Singapore, and we know that 
at least British warplanes have 
been arriving In the Orient. While 
there is no official Information to 
back the idea, it's not unreason- 
able to assume that the British 
have weakened themselves In Libya 


In order to send aid to the battle 
of Singapore. 
An Increase In allied striking 
power, 
apparently 
Indicative of 


growing air 
reinforcements, 
has 


contributed to a somewhat more 
satisfactory position for the Unit- 
ed Nations in tho Battle of the 
Pacific—and American arms have 
had a good week end. 
The great and still continuing 


defeat administered to the Japa- 
nese In the Strait of Macassar 
by combined American and Dutch 
warplanes—has struck heavily at 
the Japanese advance towards tho 
Dutch East Indies. 
Hero the Japs have suffered a 
real disaster—their first.

the Constitution. A most Important 
part of the Constitution la that 
part known as the Bill of Rights. 
Whereas the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence spoke vaguely of "cer- 
tain Inalienable rights,'' the Bill 
of Rights made a. specific list of 
them. If you want to know what 
vre are fighting for today, read 
the Bill of Rights. If you want 
to know what wo have that the 
people of Germany, Italy, and Ja- 
pan do not have road the Bill of 
Rights. It's my purpose tonight 
to analyze them briefly that we 
may again feel glad that we are 
Americana, 


These 
ten 
amendments 
were 


proposed by the first session of 
the first Congress In 1789. They 
were declared In force December 
16, 1791. 
The first of these ten amend- 


ments is the best known. It guar- 
antees us the rights known as 
freedom of speech, press, religion, 
and assembly. This means that 
the people of the United States 
may worship where and as they 
iee fit. There la no church we are 
compelled to attend or support fi- 
nancially. 
We may express our 


opinions freely, although the right 
to apeak freely In such a critical 
time as this, is to a certain ex- 
tent limited. 
We also appreciate 


the right to a free press, even 
though 
we are protected 
from 
slander and libel by the proper 
laws. Wo enjoy the right to as- 
semble In public places and listen 
to public speeches, 
unless 
the 


purpose Is against the public wel 
fare or safety. 


Right to Bear Arm* 


The second amendment givea us 


the right to keep and bear arms. 
Wo may go to a gun shop, full 
out an application, and buy a gun. 
When this amendment waa made 
it was necessary for the peoplo 
to be able to do BO for their own 
•protection. Sometimes It la today. 
A man cannot carry side arms 
unless he Is authorized by law to 


under the law until his guilt Is 
determined by a fair trial. 
Thus 


no person may be held to answer 
for a capital crime except on pre- 
sentment or Indictment of a grand 
jury.. No person may be twice 
placed In jeopardy of life 
and 


limb for the same offense. A wife 
may not testify against a hus- 
band nor may a person be forced 
to testify against himself. Private 
property ahall not be taken ex- 
cept by due process of law or 
without Just compensation. 


Where else 
can 
one 
secure 
such blessings of 
liberty 
even 


though accused of crime? Certain- 
ly not In the 
dictatorships. 
It 


Isn't possible to have these rights 
and concentration camps at the 
same time. Finally the ninth and 
tenth 
amendments 
protect 
us 


against class legislation, state leg- 
islation, and national 
legislation 


at the expense of the states. They 
recognize that the main duty of 
our established governments Is to 
preserve the rights of the peo- 
ple, not to deprive ua of them. 


We are free because we are a 
democracy and every one of us 
has a place In It, a place to fill to 
; tWe fullest extent of our ability. 
We are endowed with the bless- 
Ings of liberty and It Is up to ua 
to keep them intact for 
future 
generations. 


These are the ten greatest bless- 
ings of liberty today. They were 


1 fought for, bled for and died for 
\ by our forefathers. 
They were 


given to us but we must defend 
as well as enjoy them. They must 
be defended against any threat- 
ening force, 
from 
without 
or 


within. They, must be preserved 
for the future generations of Am- 
erica, because they are part of 
the life blood of civilization.

INCOME TAX 


No. IS 


NORMAL TAX AND SURTAX 


RATES 
Income taxes for 1941 are paid 


on normal tax net incomes and on 
surtox net Incomes. A study of 
the Instructions that accompany 
the income tax forms will show 
how to compute the tax on such 
Incomes. 
This 
brief 
statement 
should serve to help to that end. 


The Internal Revenue Code, as 


amended, provided for only one 
normal tax rate, and that Is 4 per- 
cent. It Is upon the normal tax net 
income—that Is, the net Income less 
the sum of (1) allowable personal 
exemption and credits for depend- 
ents, (2) the Interest on obligations 
of the United States and Its instru- 
mentalities, and (3) an earned In- 
come credit of 10 percent of the 
amount of the earned net Income 
but not In excess of 10 percent of 
the amount of the net Income. If 
the net income Is $3,000, no more 
than $300 earned net income credit 
would be deductible from the net 
Income. 
The entire amount of 
the taxpayer's net Income up to and 
including $3,000, regardless of the 
source, Is considered earned net In- 
come. 


The surtax is imposed upon the 


entire amount of surtax net income. 
In the computation of the surtax 
net Income the only credits allow- 
able against net Income are the 
personal exemption and the credit 
for dependents. 


The rates of surtax Increase as 


the amount of the surtax net in- 
come Increases. For instance, if the 
surtax net income is not over $2,000, 
the surtax is 6 percent of the sur- 
tax net Income. The surtax upon 
a surtax net income of $2,000 Is 
$120; 
upon a surtax net income in 
excess of $2,000 and not In excess 
of $4,000, $120 plus 9 percent of the

COMPUTATION OF TAX ON 


INDIVIDUALS 


The normal tax and the surtax 
on Individuals for 1941 are comput- 
ed on their normal tax net Income 
and surtax net income, respective- 
ly.The following example will show 
how to compute the normal tax and 
surtax on a net income of $8,600, 
all of which represents earned net 
Income, the taxpayer being single 
and without dependents: 
Net Income 
$8,500.00 
Less personal exemption .. 750.00 


Balance (surtax net In- 


made In accordance with the num- 
ber of months the taxpayer occu- 
pied each status, and fractional 
part of a month Is to be disregard- 
ed unless It amounts to more than 
half a month, In which case It Is 
considered a month. 


For example, if a single man and 
a single woman were married on 
July 20, 1941, and lived together 
during the remainder of the year, 
they would be entitled to a person- 
al exemption of $1,500 In a joint 
return on Form 1040 for the calen- 
dar year 1941, which amount Is sev- 
en-twelfths of $750 for the husband 
while single, plus seven-twelfths of 
$760 for the wife while single, plus 
five-fifths of $1,500 for the period 
during which they were married. 
If during the year 1941 the hus- 
band or the wife had the status of 
the head of a family prior to their 
marriage, he or she would be en- 
titled to his or her pro rata share 
of the personal exemption of $1,600 
allowed the head of a family for 
the period prior to their marriage 
Instead of that allowed a single 
person.

EARNED INCOME CREDIT 
Tho law allows In computing the 


normal 
tax of an individual 
an 


earned net Income, but not In ex- 
cess of 10 percent of the net In- 
come. "Earned Income" is defined 
in the law as wages, salaries, pro- 
fessional fees, and other amounts 
received as compensation for per- 
sonal services actually rendered. 
Where a taxpayer Is engaged In a 
trado or business in which both 
personal services and capital are 
material Income-producing factors, 
a reasonable allowance as compen- 
sation for persona! services actual- 
ly rendered by the taxpayer, not 
In excess of 20 percent of his share 
of the net profits of such trade or 
business, is considered as earned 
income. 
"Earned 
net Income" 


means the excess of the amount 
of the earned income over the sum 
of tho "earned deductions," which 
are tho ordinary and necessary ex- 
penses properly chargeable agalnsl 
earned income. The entire amounl 
of the taxpayer's net Income up to 


ceed $,1,500. 


If a child under 18 years of age 
reaches the age of 18 years during 
the taxable year, the credit of $400 
Is required to be prorated in the 
same manner as the personal ex- 
emption. For example, should the 
child's eighteenth birthday' fall on 
June 30, the parent would be en- 
titled to claim $200 credit for the 
dependent child—that is, one-half 
of $400. 
The same rule applies 
to 
other 
dependents 
where 
a 


change of status occurs during the 
taxable year. 


If the tax Is computed at the 


tlonal rates with the use of the sim- 
plified Form 1040A, the taxpayer's 
status on the last day of the tax- 
able year governs the determina- 
tion of whether a person is living 
with husband or wife, Is the head 
of a family, or Is a dependent.

WHO IS THE HEAD OF A 


FAMILY? 
For income-tax purposes 
there 


can only be one head of a family. 
In addition to being the chief fin- 
ancial support, the head of a family 
must be related by blood, marriage, 
or adoption to his dependents, and 
he must have a legal or moral ob- 
ligation to exercise family control 
over them and provide for their 
car. As such, he is entitled to the 
same exemption allowed a married 
person—that Is, $1,500. 


There are some unusual cases 


under this classification. A single 
person, who supports 
and main- 


tains in one household one or more 
Individuals who are closely con- 
nected with him by blood, by mar- 
riage, or by adoption, and whose 
right to exercise family control and

Cotton 'Reduction. 
A further reduction

production was indicated by Wlck- 
ard if the government is to con- 
tinue the high-loan system. 
Farmers were called upon to pro- 


duce great amounts of fats and oils 
to offset the 115 per cent loss in 
supply that Is usually imported. 
Texas will be the pioneer in a 


new oilseed crop—castor beans— 
Wickard said.

las ere expected to raise castor 
bean seed, oil from which Is a sat- 
isfactory substitute for tung nor- 
mally Imported from China.

Wickard

in Texas furnished the department 
of agriculture with a chance to im- 
prove its methods of evaluating 
benefits of such work. 
Trinity Watershed. 
"In the Trinity watershed," tha 
report said, "hydrologlc investiga- 


tions and careful analysis of the 
findings have furnished a much 
improved basis for estimating the 
benefits expected from the land 
use program recommended." 
He emphasized the 
Importance 
at this time of flood control work 
In the Trinity watershed and other 
districts where 
strategic defense 


industries are located. 


Concerning the thirteen southern 
states which for decades have de- 
pended on cotton for the bulk of 
their farm income, Wickard Raid: 


"An area (the South) with one- 


half the farm people of this coun- 
try has now lost about one-third 
of the outlet for its major com- 
modity, cotton. 


"Cotton 
U still king, 
but his 


realm is more limited, and beyond 
these limits He the food and feed 
crops that have been all too slowly 
selling 
themselves 
to 
southern 
farmers." 


Wickard said It would require 


26,000,000 additional acres of food 
crops and pasturage In these thir- 
teen stages to supply the area with 
a minimum adequate diet.

head of a family, and as auch Is en- 
titled to the exemption allowed a 
married person—that Is, $1,600. In 
addition, he may claim a credit of 
$400 for each of such individuals 
who is under 18 years of age or in- 
capable of self-support 
because 


mentally or physically defective, 
except If the taxpayer occupies the 
status 
of the head 
of a family 


solely by reason of the existence of 
one or more of such Individuals, 
the credit of $400 for one of such 
individuals Is not allowable. 


Another example not so much 
out of the usual Is this: A widower 
who supports In his household his 
aged mother and his child 17 years 
of age is the head of a family, and 
as such Is entitled to an exemption 
of $1,500 and a credit of $400 for 
one dependent.
